High School Will Rejurn Money to 


Those Unable to Get in Friday 


Johnson City., 111., Jan. 26—Thir- 


y workers were known dead today in 
'little Egypt's'' latest mine horror. 


Twenty eight.identified bodies, two 


unidentified, two mis/>ing and eight 
>ad!y injured, were the toll of an ex- 
plosion of m,ine gas yesterday after- 
noon in the "Eastside" mine of the 
'rearar-CIinch Coal Mine Company. 
Most, of the dead were killed by 


suffocation as gas flooded two or 
liree entries of the workings. Their 
>odies were found in contorted _atti- 
udes, with water soaked coats about 
:hcir faces. 


The injured were suffering from 


Imrns and gas. 


Two hundred and ninety of the 350 


men in the mine when the explosion 
occurred dashed to the main entrance 
and were lifted the 335 feet to the 
surface in safety. 
, 


Quick word spread that sixty-were 


missing. A hundred veteran miners 
volunteered to form rescue squads to 
go after their comrades and summon^ 
were dispatched to Hcrrin, Johnston 
City and Benton.minc rescue teams. 


About dark 23 were brought to 


surface, three of them injured. They 
had been near the inain entry. 


Four Johnston 
City 
physicians 


with pulmotors accompanied the res- 
cue squads on their next trials. 


Through the smoky-gas filled dark- 


ness of the underground passages 
they grouped. Two hours later word 
was sent to the surface that some of 
the missing were found—dead. 


After midnight definite word camr 


to the surface that the iniured werr 
being brought up, and the dead would 
follow later. Embalming supplies and 
"mine morgues" were brought from 
Marion and Benton in automobiles 
early in the morning as the bodies 
were brought up.

"Bloody Williamson county" kept the 
vigil through the night and morning, 
as they awaited word of their com- 
rades.

A few years ago, a great deal was 


being taught in many tiaes oi indus- 
try concerning what was. known as 
•conservation of energy. Useless mo- 
tions, and processes were- eliminated 
by the score; and a great saving was 
the result. These result^ have extend- 
ed to the farm in many way?, but 
there arc si ill many leaks of energy 
on the average farm. 


The following will be found a time- 


sjiver as I have found it to be: 


While you are giving your machin- 


ery its winter overhawling; take' the 
lid'from the housing on the 
high- 


^j>'.'ed gears of your Decring or Mc- 
Cormie mower to a machinist 
and 


have him drill a i inch hole in its 
top. In replacing the iid, clean out 
the housing beneath with hot water 
and soap, then plug the drip beneath 
with a: small quantity of "stove-ice- 
ment.'' This wjll make it possible! to' 
"run these geers in oil"—as-- they 
should have been made in the fac- 
tory. When the harvest season comes, 
place a heavy coating' of "pitch," 
between the lid of the housing and 
the bousing proper; close the lid and 
pour in a quart of oil through a fun- 
nel in the oil-hole previously made.
